CUBAN QUESTION LAID ASIDE. 


Senator Pettigrew'« Resolution Taken Cp

W ashington, Dec. 23.—The senate 
waa unexpectedly diverted yesterday 
from Cuba to the Pacific railroad». 
An 
unusually large crowd was in the gal­ 
leries anticipating that Mr. Ve«t would 
continue his speech on the attitude of 
Mr. Oluey toward the Cameron resolu­ 
tion. 
The interest this had awakened 
was shown by the presence in the diplo­ 
matic gallery of First Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State Rockhill, who is next in 
rank to Mr. Olney in state affairs, and 
who has had special charge of the re­ 
ports coining from consuls in Cuba. 
The foreign delegation also was well 
represented. 
Soon after the se ssio n 
opened Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota 
called np his resolution relative to the 
trust notes of the Pacific railroad. 
The 
senator made a savage onslaught on the 
Pacific 
railroad 
system in general, 
charging that a combination of private 
interests was seeking to absorb the roads 
and dose out the government. 
This 
opened the entire questiou and Mr 
Morgan of Alabama followed with a 
bitter arraignment of the Pacific roads, 
charging them with fraud and crime on 
a gigantic scale. 
The speech lasted un­ 
til shortly before the morning hoar ex­ 
pired, thus sending over the question 
until after the holidays. 
Mr. O&ll secured the adoption of a 
resolution asking the secretary of state 
for information relative to the killing of 
Charlee Gavin, an American citizen, by 
the Spanish forces in Cuba. 
Further 
than this the session was uneventful 
and the senate adjourned until after tue 
h o l i d a y s . ________

MILEAGE. 


Number ot Mil«« of N«w Road« Con­ 
structed During the Tear. 
Chicago, Deo. 23,— Only 1,802 mile« 
of railway lines wore built in the United 
States in 1896. 
This is one milo less 
than the total reported for 1895, and is 
the smallest mileage built in any year 
since 1876. 
The number of lines on 
which thiff track was laid is 163, which 
is 11 less than the number of new lines 
added in the previous year. 
Track was 
laid in 88 of the 49 states and teiritories. 
The longest mileage was built in Cali­ 
fornia, 187 miles, on eight linos.

held that the contract could not be en 
forced, being a violation of the law.
